‘Miss Butts’ sentenced to die

Angered over the spiraling 
use of cigarettes by their peer 
age group nationally, students 
at Cory Elementary School 
sentenced to death “Miss 
Butts” a symbol of the tobacco 
industry. 

The students performing in 
a 45-minute mock trial drama 
last Friday, heard the health 
concern case presented by a 
fictional accountant with em¬ 
physema and a housewife with 
throat cancer. 

The script was composed by 
the students themselves and

The play ironically was per¬ 
formed only a day after latest 
medical studies showed that 
the use of cigarettes by youth 
is actually on a major rise 
across the U.S. 

Young Monica Cox played 
the part of the judge in the 
case and Domnique Kersey 
served as the prosecutor. Lynsi 
Ransaw was “Miss Butts”, 
Yetty Emanuel was the U.S. 
Surgeon General and Ko- 
urtney Lester served as a rep¬ 
resentative from the American 
Cancer Society.

Airport noise stats hit by council 


Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers expressed deep disap¬ 
pointment Monday night over 
the limited information passed 
on to them by current Detroit 
Metro Airport Noise Czarina 
Colleen Pobur. 

Included in this past week’s 
council packet was a report on 
a breakdown of phone calls re¬ 
ceived by the noise complaint 


“hot line” from Romulus resi¬ 
dents and businesses. 

The report stated 52 calls 
were phoned in from 18 differ¬ 
ent callers and that the major¬ 
ity of the calls (77.78 percent) 
dealt with problems from air¬ 
plane departure noises. 

Smaller numbers of com¬ 
plaints were filed for arrival 
noises (16.6 percent), ground 


noise (11.11 percent) and un¬ 
known noise sources (5.56 per¬ 
cent). 

It also was reported 100 per¬ 
cent of the calls dealt with jet 
noise, rather than helicopter 
or other noises. 

Timewise, 50 percent of the 
noise problems came during 
the morning and afternoon, 33 
percent during the evening. 


Free dumping week slated 


Once again Romulus resi¬ 
dents will be permitted a week 
of free dumping at the city’s 
Department of Public Works 
property at 34100 Goddard 
road from May 30 until June 6.

5 seeking 
board seats

The battle for two soon to be 
empty trustee seats on the Ro¬ 
mulus School Board will be 
waged by five candidates - two 
women and three men - as a 
30-year-old father of two young 
Merriman School students 
beat the filing deadline last 
Friday. 

The last to enter the race for 
a four year trustee term was 
Theodore “Ted” Armstrong, 
who works for Ford Motor Co. 
in Wayne. 

He revealed Tuesday morn¬ 
ing that he will raise questions 
on a multitude of issues involv¬ 
ing the school district during 
his battle to earn a victory next 
June 8. 

Also seeking a seat on the 
seven member board will be: 
City Recreation Director Deb¬ 
bie Dick, school activist Sheri 
Hicks, Romulus Police Officer 
Alan Lambert and commuter 
analyst Eddie Woods. 

All four candidates have 
children currently studying in 
the district schools. Arm¬ 
strong’s two children, Nicole 
and Dustin, attend Merriman 
Elementary School. 

The seats become open in 
June, when current Board

and trustee Judith Gondek 
step down after completing 
their four year terms. 

The current trend of Ro¬ 
mulus school trustees appears 
to be a dramatic change from 
the past, when many trustees 
served three, four or more 
terms. 

Now trustees are opting to 
seek one term and then retire. 

The next board probably 
will be dealing with several 
main issues, including the 
teacher contract issue and 
televising the school board 
meetings.

City fees for Romulus dog 
owners pet licenses will be 
hiked (in some cases doubled) 
on May 1. Thus those residents 
wishing to avoid the cost hike 
for 1998 have less than a month 
to pick up their licenses for 
their dogs.

kit from the challenger. 


'‘The difference between 
me and Warfield is that I’m a 
proven commodity,” said Ben¬ 
nett. “I’ve demonstrated time 
and time again what I can ac¬ 
complish on the state level.” 

High on his list of accom¬ 
plishments is the tuition tax 
credit legislation he proposed. 

“My first bill, it’s a $375 tu¬ 
ition tax credit, not a deduc¬ 
tion, available to students 
going to public state univer¬ 
sities that keep their tuition 
below the rate of inflation,” he 
said. 

Because tuition is capped 
below the rate of inflation, 
Michigan universities are 
holding tuition down, in con¬ 
trast to the nation, where tu¬ 
ition has increased about 
$1,500 per year, Bennett said. 

As chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Environmental 
Quality, Bennett said he shep¬ 
herded legislation enabling 
businesses to clean up pollu¬ 
tion safely and affordably.

“Since it passed, over $300 
million has been invested by 
the private sector to clean up 
pollution,” he said. 

He also helped a Westland 
citizens group secure a grant 
to preserve most of Sassafras 
Trails from development. 

Bennett said that three of 
his strengths are common- 
sense, making issues under¬ 
standable, and standing up to 
special interests. 

“I was willing to take on the 
tobacco industry by trying to 
ban cigarette billboard adver¬ 
tising on the highways,” he 
said. 

He said that he has also re¬ 
nounced taking money from 
businesses that he regulates. 

“I haven’t taken any money 
from landfill operators for 2.5 
years,” he said. “I’m not aware 
of receiving money from the 
teachers unions. I raise a lot of 
money but most of it is from 
individuals.” 

Warfield, supplied us with a 
press release, that attributes 
his decision to having once 


been nearly killed in the line 
of duty. Warfield was almost 
killed when a leaky gas line he 
was attempting to plug ex¬ 
ploded. The house collapsed 
on top of him severely burning 
and injuring him. 

“That experience, taught 
me the value of investing for 
the future,” Warfield said. 

As Wayne’s Fire Chief and 
Mayor, Warfield said he has 
been instrumental in protec¬ 
ting and improving the quality 
of life in his community. Wayne 
become the second city in the 


United States to require 
smoke detectors in homes and 
businesses. As Mayor, Warfield 
said that he led efforts to build 
a new library, senior center 
and family aquatic center. 

“Nothing will be more im¬ 
portant to me as a State Sena¬ 
tor than increasing our invest¬ 
ment in education and raising 
standards,” he said. “I will also 
work to improve the deplor¬ 
able condition of our roads 
and to protect the health care 
and pensions of our retirees.”
